HISTORY Jeut as black people are colonized in Amer- 


The Vietnamese people fled central Chi- 
na before the time of Christ, settled in what 
is now Vietnam, and ever since have stnig- 

- ged to establish their independence and 
freedom as a people. They were colonized 
and oppressed by outside powers for cen- 
turies—by China several times, by Portugal, 
France, Japan, and France again after 
World War Il. 

The Vietnamese, under Ho Chi Minh, 
defeated the French in 1954, and the arti- 
ficial state of South Vietnam was created 
with a promise of free elections. That pro- 
mise was never keyt, and as President Eisen- 
hower admitted, Ho Chi Minh would have 
easily won an election as le.der of all the 
Vietnamese, North and South.

The Vietnam Moratorium starting Oct- 
ober 15, has called for activities each month 
against “business as usual” in America ua- 
til the war is ended. Moratorium activities 
are to take place on one day in the first 
month (October), two days the second 
month, three in the third, and so on. 

On October 15, probably the most mas 
sive nationwide demonstrations in history 
took place. In big cities and small towns, 
on college campuses and in high schools, 
at military bases, government facilities, 
business districts and shopping centers— 
many millions of Americans demonstrated 
against the war. On the same day, the pro 
tests spread to nations around the world, 
and even into Vietnam among American 

The demonstrations took many 
forms, such as marches, school boycotts, 
teach-ins, and religious services. People 
from all walks of life participated—poor 
black people in Lexington, Mississippi, 
businessmen on Wall Street, housewives, 
workers, Gi’s, students, teachers. Dr. Aber- 
nathy spoke in California, SCLC Chairman 
J. E. Lowery in Indiana, Mrs. Coretta King 
in Washington, DB. C., and 30 other SCLC 
Board and staff members in other places. 

The Moratorium this month takes place 
November 13 and 14, with similar activities 
and an emphasis on educating people about 
the war. An example is in Atlanta, where a 
mass masch to the State Capitol was plan- 
ned for Novembe: 13, despite Governor | 
Lester Maddox's refusal to grant a permit 
to assemble on the Capitol grounds. Gov- © 
emor Maddox was sued for denying First 
Amendment rights. 

The Mobilization is concentrating on 8

134 days yearly. His annual wage is still 
only $1,800. He still has no pension plana, 
unemployment insurance of workman's 
compensation. His children are still drop- 
ping out of school in order to work in the 
fields. Economically, socially, and politi- 
cally, he is still deprived. So the struggle 
continues. 

Under the able leadership of Cesar 
Chavez, director of the United Farm Work- 
ers Organization Committee (UFOWC), 
Mexican-Americans are still being organ- 
ized in an attempt to force the agri-busi- 
ness grape growers to provide decent living 
conditions and working wages for the grape 
pickers. And despite the systematic at- 
tempts to thwart their efforts, the move- 
ment is still gaining momentum. Last 
——— ee 
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more than $3 million worth of grapes on 
the vines, the growers illegally imported 
Mexican “scabs” to pick the grapes. The 
strike was rendered even less effective hy 
the Pentagon which purchased large a- 
mounts of the perishable item to send to 
servicemen in Viet Nam, explaining that 
there had developed a “sudden craving fos 
California grapes” among G.I.’s there. 

Recent efforts by UFOWC then have 
centered around a national boycott of Ce 
lifornia table grapes. As of now, all major 
chains of supermarkets in New York, Boe 
ton, Chicago, and Memphis do not carry 
grapes. Dock workers in England, Sweden, 
Finland and Norway now refuse to unload 
them. And, in general, public response to 
the boycott has been tremendous. The Ne 
tional Council of Churches, several Catho- 
lic officials, and the Jewish Federation 
Council have expressed their support for 
the boycott. Hubert Humphrey, Senator 
Eugene McCarthy and Senator George Mo 
Govern have all endorsed both the strike 
and the boycott. The mayors of New York, 
Baltimore, Cleveland, Detroit, Pittsburgh, 
and Boston have taken similar action. The 
AFL-CIO, the International Brotherhood 
of Teamsters, the International Longshore- 
man’s and Warehousemen's Union, and the 
Canadian Labor Congress passed resolu- 
tions supporting the boycott and request- 
ed their members not to buy grapes. 

In spite of these pressures, the grape 


_ growers are determined to deny the rights 


of collective bargaining to farm workers. 
They have refused to hold elections or 
meet with union representatives, and re- 
jected efforts by the Bishop of Fresno, the 


City Council of Fresno, the California State 


Conciliation Service, and the mayor of 
San Francisco to mediate. Furthermore 
California Governor Ronald Reagan has 
joined forces with the state's multi-mil- 
lion dollar agricultural industry and order- 
ed state agencies to gather facts so that 
steps may be taken to stop the boycott. 


Still, the struggle continues. After three 
years of striking, Cesar Chavez and UFW- 
OC's effort to build a non-violent, poor 
people's movement and union is now in 
its critical period of recognition. With the 
increasing awareness of the grape pickers 
struggle, the boycott is becoming more and 
more effective. Sales have already been cut 
20 per cent. But support is still needed, and 
will come inevitably, with the realization 
that the problems of California's Mexican- 
American grape workers are the problems 
of all of America’s “third world” economi- 
cally oppressed minorities, and the recog- 
nition of any single effort as part of one 
major effort toward helping all of Ameri- 
ca’s poor.

One of the least known but most effective 
programs in the movement is the Citizenship 
Education Program (CEP), joinily sponsored by 
SCLC and the United Church Board for Home- 
land Ministries. 

CEP began 11 years ago with an emphasis on 
teaching literacy and citizenship rights to South- 
em Negro adults who were at that time denied 
the right to vote on the basis of illiteracy. Over 
the years, CEP has evolved into a comprehen 
sive program of developing local community 
leadership and serving the neqds of the poor. 
Thousands of people have attended CEP work- 
shops, and many have gune on to become prom- 
inent leaders and to teach “citizenship classes” 
in their horr.e communities. 

CEP now teaches sucn subjects es cunsumer . 
education, organizing cocperatives and credit 
unions, citizenship rights, reading, writing, voter 
registration, federal programs, and history of 
Biack Americans and other minority groups. A 

_ ,pecent development has been worksnops vombin- 
ing black and white poor people, who in mcst 
cases are openly discussing their problems for 
the first time in their lives.

if ‘“EDUCATION is the concept of inn he 
prohibitions from the minds of people so they can act 
Out their true nature” it is imperative that attention be 
given to the millions who see themselves and are seen as 
being “beyond school age.”

These members of our society cannot be left to while 
away their lives in despair, useless persuits or blind 
lashing out at an enemy they cannot define.

And a reconciled 
society, in which our children may live without struggle, 
cannot emerge in seperation. Out of separation or 


. separatism, the vicious cycle of fear, distrust, suspicion 


and self-hatred continues. 

A CEP training workshop is held once per month with 
50 to 60 persons from around the South 
For five days there are dialogue and plenning in the 
following areas: 

New Trends in Politics; Consumer Education 
Organizing Cooperatives and Credit Unions; Basic Amér> 
can Documents—How to make them work for the 
people; Reading for a Purpose; Writing for ea Purpose; 
Methods of Problem Solving; Planned Parenthood; 
Assessing the Needs of a Community; Structuring Local 
Voter Registration — Education Programs; Workers: 
Their Need for Unions; Federal Programs Available; 
History of Black Americans and Owner Minority Groups. 


At the close of this training, grassroots leaders return 
to their homes and organize classes of adults who range 
from the illiterate and poverty-striken to those who 
simply never thought of themselves as making a differ- 
ence. The CEP graduate does not teach in 8 vacuum, but 
gets his students to register and vote, to run for public 


office, to confront the power structure and make 
demands,

- @ was indeed systematized. The Citizenship Education 
Program (CEP) now under the auspices of the Southern 

Boye Leadership Conference, and the United Church 
‘Board for Homeland Ministries seeks to help people 
reslize that they have within themesives the stuff it takes 
to bring about a new order. 

Who are these people? Where do they come from? 
They are the ones who have been shut out of the 
mainstream of the life of the country where they were 
born— shut out through legal and extralegal means 
politically, socially, economically, and educationally. 
There is a direct correlation between the economic and 
educational level and the hope—aspivation level of most 
of the adults reached through this effort. In this, the 
richest country in the world, there are 187 counties 
where the annual per capita income is under $750. Of 
these, 182 are in the southern and border states. Within 
this aren there are numerous counties where three 
fourths of the occupied dwellings are still without flush 
toilets, and numerous counties have no inside running 
water. For example, Tunica County, Mississippi, has 
5,130 occupied dwellings. 4,005 have no flush toilets; 
4,134 have no bath facilities. in Greene County, 
Alabama, the annual per capita income is $525; in 
Lowndes County, Alabama, it is $507; in Lee County, 
South Carolina, it is $527; in Star County, Texas, $534; 
in Fentress County, Tennessee, $596; Webster, Georgia, 
points to $475 annual per capita income.° 

Those 80 deprived—forced to eke out a “living” for 
their families with annual incomes less than one fourth 
of what many individuals spend on a seasonal wardrobe 
for one, are not only ili-housed, ill-fed and without 
fundamental education, these adults have little know!l- 
edge of the basic rights, services and responsibilities 
involved in developing a total viable community. They 
do not see themselves as relevant entities in the 


To help people come to a point of “acting out their 
own nature” demands, what would still be in most 
schools, unfortunately, highty unorthodox methods of 
teaching. It is as simple and as complicated as saying 
finally to the woman who complained constantly about 
the manner in which the welfare agent humiliated her: 
“Well, then why aren’t you the welfare agent?” It is as 
tedious as helping folk who never voted organize to send 
@ man of their choosing to the legislature who will 
represent their interest. in this education program adults 
memorize not the dates the U.S. Constitution was signed 
but rather discover what it means when the First 
Amendment says a man has a right to petition for. 
redress Of grievances; or that no state may take away 
one’s privileges as a citizen in the Fourteenth, or that a 
man has a right to the franchise in the Fifteenth or they 
discover what it ought to mean! And they go out with a 
determination to be. 

That racism is institutionalized in America is a truism. 
That ethnic groups have been pitted against each other 
should also be too Obvious to mention. Nevertheless, 
there is another large segment of our population that is 
leaderiess and equally excluded. These are working-class, 
or poor whites. For generations they, too, have been 
brainwashed; told that “Negroes are your enemies.” 
They are equally hungry, ill-housed, ill-fed and without 
educational opportunity. Even in 1968 politicians such 
as George Wallace played upon their fears, misguided 
hatred and ignorance. Who will “educate them? Who will 
help them come to know that they are being “had”; that 
their tables still do not display balanced diets; that their 
children are not being educated; that they have no 
meaningful political power; that they are wallowing in 
the mud of ignorance and stupidity—that they are, in 
fact, in the same boat as working-class or poor black 
folk! 


The education program of which | speak would bring 
together and minister to all those who have a common 
problem. Social attitudes based on racial prejudices are 
in the end, superficial problems, and should take a back 


seat to basic human needs such as the opportunity and . 


the confidence to develop to one’s full potential and the 
sharing in decisions affecting one’s life. Hatred, fear and 
distrust have been dispelled between black and white 
when on a one to one basis these formerly powerless 
people, together, realize their common plight and see the 
larger power of people moving in concert. 


The new challenge for the “new educator” is to bring 


people together to dispel myths—of inferiority and 


superiority. The assumption is that from this new 


After consumer education sessions, the people reaiiz 
they had paid for a T.V. dais ar tear tenes wi 
dishonest merchants and “easy payment plans.” And 
when they discover vital nourishments basic to for- 
mation of strong bones and teeth in their children—only 
then have some begun to organize to provide them for 
their families. 
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The Citizenship Education Program, through helping 
people learn to look at theirs community, enables parents 
to analyze the schools and determine thew relevance to 
the educational goals we set; goals whose emphasis is on 
awakening, and stimulating the minds of our children. 
Parents may not reed and write but they care as much 
for thew children and can discover such concrete ways to 
show their concern.

We began to expect such callousness toward us 
and our cause because we knew we were engaged in 
God's missionary action in the world. And to battle 
with our brethren for recognition was much too 
painful and costly, too much a drain on our re- 


. sources. So how could we judge Jim Forman’s crude 


attempt to communicate the desperate need for 
Christian renewal? 

Since Jim Forman and his associates delivered 
their manifesto, debate has raged on the nature of 
the demands and on how the reparations are to be 
governed. I find myself grudgingly accepting both 
aspects of the debate — the what and the how — as 
vital to joining of the basic issues. For me, however, 
the issue lies far deeper. 

“The earth is the Lord's, and the fullness thereof; 
the world, and they that dwell therein.” So sings the 
psalmist. The New Testament is filled with parables 
of stewardship. Jesus himself purged the money 
changers from the temple. Must not the whole 
concept of stewardship be applied to the lives of 
institutions as well as to our personal lives? Are 
there not questions to be asked about the tremen- 
dous endowments possessed by our churches? What 
about the portfolios, the stocks and bohds held 
within our ecclesiastical society; what about the 
prime dividends gained while need and hunger 
stalk the world? 


Are we not much like the rich young ruler when. 


we admit to having gathered our stores in huge 
ecclesiastical barns only to find that this day che ‘soul 
of our denomination is being required of us? Sunday 
after Sunday we tell our parishioners that where 
one's treasure is there will his heart be also. Is it not 
time that we examine our treasure, that we find out 
where it lies?

Even a casual look at our churcihes ticueu.s 5... 
force us to conclude that the likes of us can never 
enter the Kingdom. Furthermore, in a free society 
there is hardly enough about our treasure that is 
“religious or Christian” for it even to merit tax 
exemption. For in the stewardship of our invest- 
ments we differ not one iota from the average mu- 
tual investment fund or insurance company. 

Who makes the decisions in the financial sector of 
our ecclesiastical lives? Most denominations are 
managed by a small coterie of “professionals” wao 
listen more to profits than to prophets. Those pro- 
fessionals have all the power of the men who preside 
over such bodies as the House ways and means 
committee or who devise the federal budget, but 
they are not subject to public scrutiny. Thereby 
they often make a mockery of most of our denomi- 
national causes. For regardless of how our church 
assemblies vote, it is those who control the budgets 
who actually determine the programs. 

I am thankful that God has seen fit to send us a 
prophet to pull the covers off the economic life of 
the churches. I pray that our hearts have not become 
so hardened that we are beyond repentance. I must 


confess, however, that I am unwilling to invest 


much of my time and energy in pursuing the lim- 
ited wealth of a lethargic church. I find it more 
potentially rewarding to confront our mammoth 
industrial powers and the present administration in 
Washington that are bypassing the children of 
Christ and the poor and hungry people of the world 
in favor of scientific exploration into the lunar void. 
It is these major economic and governmental insti- 
tutions of our society which most need to be con- 
fronted. If the churches do not help us do that, 
they will continue to betray the poor.

According to SHCC the year 1967 marked a historic 
milestone in the struggle for the liberation of black people 
in the United States and the year that revolutionaries 
throughout the world began to understand more fully the impact 
of the black movement. SNCC declared that "liberation will 
come only when there is final destruction of this mad octopus -- 
the capitalistic system of the United States with all its 
life-sucking tenacles of exploitation and racism that choke 
the people of Africa, Asia, and Latin America. The realities 
of black life, together with the recognition instilled in SHCO 
workers forced its members to further popularize the legitimacy 
of self-defense and rebellions when oppression became too great." 


From May, 1966, until May, 1967, Stokely Carmichael 
was National Chairman of SNCC. As of July, 1968, Carmichael 
resided in Washington, D. C., where he was affiliated with 
SCC and active as temporary chairman of a black coalition 
group. In May, 1967, Carmichael was replaced by Hubert Geroid 
Brown, commonly known as H. Rap Brown, who served until

According to its official hie, | the Black 
Panther Party (BPP) was started during December, 1966, in 
Oakland, California, to organize black people so they can 
teke control of tre life, politics and the destiny of the 
black community. It was organized by :Bobby Seale, BPP 
Chairman, and Huey P. Newton,. BPP Minister of Defense. 
Newton was sentenced in 1968 to serve two to 15 years after 
being convicted of manslaughter in connection with the 
killing of an Oakland police officer. 


The official newspaper, “The ,black Panther, * 
which further describes itself as the "Black Community 
News Service," states that the BPP advocates the use of 
guns and guerrilla tactics in its revolutionary program 
to end oppression of the black people. Residents of the 
black community are urged to arm themselves against the 
police who are consistently referred to in the publication 
as "pigs“ who should be killed. 


"The Black Panther” issue of September 7, 1968, 
contains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, 
Georgia Mason Murray, which ends with the following: 


“Black men. Black people, colored persons of 
America, revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture 
worth keeping is a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom 
everywhere. Dynamite! Black Power. Use the gun. Kill 
the pigs everywhere.” ‘ 


Included in the introduction to an article 
appearing in the October 5, 1968, edition of “The Black 
Panther” is the statement ”... we will not dissent from 
American Government. We will overthrow it.” 


Issues of "The Black Panther® regularly contain 
quotations from the writings of Chairman Mao Tee-tung of 
the People' s Republic of China and feature Mao's statement 
that “pedstieal power grows out of the barrel of a gun."
